Statutory  Committee  Meeting. — The 
Statutory  Committee  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  is  meeting  at  17  Bloomsbury 
Square,  London,  W.C.i,  on  May  7,  at 
2.30  p.m.  to  resume  an  inquiry  adjourned 
from  April  2,  and  to  consider  information 
from  which  it  appears  that  a  member  of 
the  Society  was  convicted  of  offences  under 
the  Dangerous  Drugs  Regulations,  1937. 

Agricultural  Poisons  Regulations. — The 

Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  is 
asking  for  voluntary  adoption  of  precau- 
tions in  using  substances  covered  by  the 
Agriculture  (Poisonous  Substances)  Bill 
(see  C.  &  D.,  April  5,  p.  477),  as  it  will 
not  be  possible  to  bring  regulations  into 
force  during  the  early  part  of  the  1952 
spraying  season.

gether  in  convenient  form  the  various  re- 
gulations in  force  on  May  i.  Appendix  I, 
for  example,  is  a  list  of  goods  which  can 
be  imported  from  any  country  without 
licence:  Appendix  II  lists  goods  which  can 
be  freely  imported  from  the  "  liberalisa- 
tion "  list  of  countries,  and  Appendix  IV 
goods  which  can  be  freely  imported  from 
the  sterling  area. 

American  Chemical  Profession. — At  a 

meeting  in  London  recently  of  the  Lon- 
don section  of  the  Royal  Institute  of  Che- 
mistry, Dr.  R.  L.  Kenyon  (liaison  officer 
of  the  American  Chemical  Society  in  Lon- 
don) described  "  The  Organisation  of  the 
Chemical  Profession  in  the  U.S.A."  The 
industry,  he  said,  was  one  of  the  most 
rapidly  expanding  of  American  industries. 
The  American  Chemical  Society  was  the 
centre  of  the  profession  and  had  more  than 
67,000  members.  He  outlined  the  training 
of  American  chemists  and  chemical  engi- 
neers, and  said  that  the  scientific  and  tech- 
nical man-power  shortage  was  troublesome, 
and  threatening  to  grow  worse,  as  the 
number  of  B.S.  graduates  in  the  physical 
sciences  was  lower  in  1951  and  falling. 
Provision  for  foreign  membership  of  the 
Society  existed. 

Fine  Chemicals  Group. — Dr.  Norman 
Evers  addressed  the  Fine  Chemicals 
Group  of  the  Society  of  Chemical  Indus- 
try recently  on  the  "  Physico-chemical  As- 
pects of  Drug  Administration."  He  said 
that  failure  to  find  the  best  method  of 
administering  a  drug  might  lead  to  its 
being  discarded  on  insufficient  grounds. 
Often  a  drug  had  been  in  use  for  some 
time  before  the  best  method  was  found. 
Hyaluronidase  had  proved  valuable  in  in- 
creasing the  rate  of  absorption  and 
degree  of  diffusion  of  injections,  but  it 
was  often  more  important  to  prolong  the 
action  of  drugs.  Dr.  F.  Bergel  (chairman) 
referred  to  the  hexamethonium  hahdes, 
in  which  activity  was  due  to  the  cation, 
yet  which  differed  in  activity  far  more 
than  was  accounted  for  by  their  mole- 
cular weights.  Dr.  Jones  commented  upon 
the  differing  effectiveness  as  antacids  of 
the  allotropic  modifications  of  hydrated 
alumina  and  their  changes  on  "  ageing." 
The  reasons  for  the  differing  pn  values 
of  preparations  of  globin  insulin  and  pro- 
tamine insulin  for  injection  were  discussed 
by  Drs.  Foster,  Petrow  and  Ryman, 
They  did  not  reach  agreement  on  the  iso- 
electric point  of  globin.  A  vote  of  thanks, 
proposed  by  Mr.  J,  A.  Eggleston  was 
carried  with  acclamation. 


LOCAL  NEWS 

Dewsbury  Rota  Praised.  —  The  Dews- 
bury  Executive  Council  has  reported  that 
the  rota  service  given  by  Dewsbury  che- 
mists has  been  so  efficient  that  not  a  single 
complaint  has  been  received.  There  are 
over  53,000  names  on  the  doctors'  lists. 

Plymouth  Liaison  with  Doctors.  —  A 

committee  of  liaison  between  the  Plymouth 
Pharmaceutical  and  Medical  Committees 
met  on  March  13  to  discuss  matters  con- 
cerned with  the  National  Health  Service. 
The  representatives  from  the  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Committee  were :  Messrs.  C.  Condy 
U'Ren  (chairman),  A.  G.  M.  Madge  (Co- 
operative representative),  C.  Harker  (em- 
ployee representative),  and  W.  F,  E.  Eus- 
tace (secretary).  The  Committee  discussed 
the  possibility  of  forgery  by  patients  when 
more  than  two  types  of  handwriting  ap- 
pear on  EC  10  forms;  the  importance  of 
stating  the  age  of  young  children;  S4 
directions;  preventing  accidents  by  over- 
doses ;  family  requirements  on  one  form ; 
forms  with  more  than  one  prescription ; 
careful  crossing  out  of  Mr.,  Mrs.  or  Miss 
on  EC  I  OS ;  excessive  quantities ;  the  pre- 
scribing of  linctus  Physeptone  for  child- 
ren ;  the  initialling  of  alterations  ;  late  ser- 
vice by  pharmacists ;  and  patients'  waiting 
in  pharmacies.  The  representatives  of  the  : 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  felt  that  a 
great  step  forward  in  co-operation  between 
the  two  professions  had  taken  place. 

Mental  Health  of  Children. — Describ- 
ing the  child  as  a  developing  organism 
vitally  affected  by  surrounding  influences. 
Dr.  P.  Holman,  in  an  address  on  "  Child 
Problems  "  to  the  National  Association  of 
Women  Pharmacists  in  London  on  March 
13,  said  that  the  mechanism  of  the  mind 
was  even  more  complicated  than  that  of 
the  body,  and  some  believed,  more  impor- 
tant. There  might,  in  time  to  come,  be 
anatomy  of  the  mind,  with  specialists  for 
each  section.  The  present  child  psycholo- 
gist was  encouraged  to  have  as  much  gen- 
eral medical  knowledge  as  possible.  It 
frequently  happened  that,  when  medical 
colleagues  could  find  no  cause  for  asthma, 
skin  conditions,  vague  aches  and  pains, 
fatigue  or  enuresis,  the  child  was  sent  to 
the  psychologist.  An  only  child  of  tense, 
over-anxious  parents  setting  excessively 
high  standards  for  themselves  and  the 
child,  might  develop  asthma  or  skin 
trouble.  Asthma  was  an  example  of  a 
condition  often  caused  by  the  child  tak- 
ing parents'  conflict  into  himself.  Bed- 
wetters   had   characteristic   dreams  often 
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with  fear  of  the  dark  and  someone  cominsj 
to  strangle  them.  Those  troubles  could 
usually  be  cleared  up.  when  they  were 
understood  and  talked  about  to  get  over 
the  worst  of  the  internal  conflict.  Drugs 
that  helped  were  belladonna,  ephedrine 
and  amphetamine  sulphate.  The  last  was 
useful  when  the  child  was  a  heavy 
sleeper;  the  dose  might  be  increased  from 
5  to  15  mgm.  at  night.

Cortisone  Experiments. — As  part  of  an 
endeavour  to  produce  Cortisone  in  Glas- 
gow, experiments  are  being  conducted  at 
the  Royal  Technical  College,  Glasgow, 
under  the  supervision  of  Professor  F.  S. 
Spring,  head  of  the  chemistry  department. 

Extravagant  Prescribing  Penalised. — At 
a  meeting  on  April  24,  Edinburgh  Executive 
Council  decided  to  have  £15  los.  deducted 
from  the  remuneration  of  an  Edinburgh 
doctor  for  extravagant  prescribing.  Made 
out  from  January  to  March  1951  and  dis- 
pensed by  a  chemist,  the  prescriptions 
showed  "  little  attention  to  economy  in 
prescribing."  Month  by  month  the  pro- 
portion of  proprietaries  in  the  prescrip- 
tions was  37.9,  40.94,  and  44.07  per  cent., 
against  26.5  per  cent,  (last  available  figure) 
for  Scotland,  The  Council's  statement  of 
accounts  for  the  year  ended  March  31, 
shows  a  saving  of  £163,348  over  the  pre- 
vious year. 

Pricing  in  1952. — Because  the  method 
of  pricing  prescriptions  detailed  in  a 
memorandum  issued  by  the  Department 
of  Health  for  Scotland  on  January  24 
(see  C.  &  D.,  February  2,  p.  140)  has 
resulted  in  more  than  20  per  cent,  (instead 
of  10  per  cent.,  as  intended)  of  all  group 
B  forms  for  January,  1952,  having  to  be 
priced  in  full,  the  method  has  been  modi- 
fied as  follows :  If  there  are  between  one 
and  ten  packets  in  the  chemist's  group  B 
bundle,  one  will  be  priced  in  full ;  if 
there  are  eleven  to  twenty,  two  will  be 
priced  in  full,  and  so  on.  Any  chemist 
with  less  than  100  forms  altogether,  will 
continue  to  have  them  all  priced  in  full. 
The  modified  method  has  been  agreed  to 
by  the  chemists'  representatives.

West  of  Ireland  Association.  —  At  a 

meeting  of  the  West  of  Ireland  Chemists' 
Association  held  in  Claremorris  on  April 
20,  Mr.  V.  Tully,  Castlerea,  in  the  chair, 
there  were  present  Messrs.  J.  P.  Kissane 
(president,  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ire- 
land), G;.  C.  O'Neill  (president,  Irish  Drug 
Association),  T.  R.  Bourke  (vice-president, 
I.D.A.)  and  B.  R.  Smith  (secretary, 
I.D.A.),  and  pharmacists  from  the  coun- 
ties of  Mayo,  Sligo,  Roscommon,  Leitrim 
and  Galway,  A  discussion  on  recent  in- 
creases in  salaries  for  chemists'  assistants 
and  other  staff  took  place.  It  was  sugges- 
ted that  the  I.D.A.  should  go  into  the 
question  of  revising  existing  professional 
charges  and  profit  margins  to  meet  the 
increased  salary  charges.  Other  matters 
discussed  included  the  practice  of  some 
manufacturers  of  increasing  retail  prices 
without  giving  any  commensurate  increase 
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in  the  chemist's  profit  margin,  the  increase 
in  bottle  prices,  the  modified  examination 
for  Registered  Druggists,  the  leakages  of 
chemists'  approved  lines,  and  the  restric- 
tion on  the  distribution  and  sale  of  cer- 
tain veterinary  products  by  chemists.  The 
meeting  expressed  its  strong  support  of  a 
recent  motion  on  the  subject  moved  by 
Mr.  M.  Power  at  the  April  Council  meet- 
ing of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ire- 
land (C.  &  D.,  April  19,  p.  537).  Chemists 
present  were  urged  to  furnish  details  of 
their  own  experiences  in  that  connection.  } 
The  meeting  was  divided  on  the  question  i 
of  an  official  journal,  diverse  views  being  ! 
expressed.  At  the  close  of  the  meeting  the  ' 
delegates  adjourned  to  dinner.    A  musical 
evening  followed. 

Health  Services  Board. — A  test  pres- 
cription for  mist,  ferri  et  ammon.  cit.,  in 
which  it  was  alleged  that  there  was  a  de- 
ficiency of  1 1.6  per  cent,  in  the  iron  and 
ammonium  content,  was  considered  by  the 
Northern  Ireland  General  Health  Services 
Board  at  its  meeting  in  Belfast  on  March 
26.  The  Services  Committee  found  the  de- 
ficiency proved.  The  chemist  had  used  a 
stock  mixture  taken  over  when  he 
acquired  the  business  a  few  weeks  pre- 
viously, and  that  stock  mixture  had  been 
deficient.  It  recommended  that,  having 
regard  to  the  circumstances,  the  chemist's 
assurance  that  he  did  not  normally  use 
stock  mixtures  should  be  accepted.  On  the 
advice  of  the  Medical  Advisory  Commit- 
tee, the  Board  agreed  to  request  the 
Ministry  of  Health  in  the  Drug  Tariff 
specifications  to  enable  Nusan  dressings, 
Urosulphonet,  Bi-Coude  catheters  and 
rubber  fingerstalls  to  be  prescribed  on 
form  HS21,  together  with  a  revised  list 
of  appliances.  The  proposal  by  the  Hos- 
pitals Authority  to  discontinue  the  Hos- 
pitals Prescriptions  scheme  was  discussed 
at  a  meeting  of  the  Liaison  Committee  at 
which  the  Authority's  secretary  (Mr,  E.  H. 
Jones)  stated  that  a  review  of  the  pres- 
criptions had  revealed  an  alarming  num- 
ber of  abuses.  Mr.  G.  D.  Stewart  (secre- 
tary of  the  Board)  reminded  the  Commit- 
tee of  the  difficulties  caused  to  .general 
practitioners  by  medical  staffs  in  hospitals 
ordering  treatment  of  patients  with  expen- 
sive proprietary  preparations  and  other 
preparations  which  the  general  practi- 
tioner was  not  entitled  to  order  on  the 
Board's  forms,  and  asked  that  that  prob- 
lem should  be  borne  in  mind  in  the  event 
of  the  scheme  being  ended. 
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TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 


Heard  in  North  London 

Your  valuable  article  containing  the  ob- 
servations of  several  North  London  Phar- 
macists on  the  health  centre  nearing 
completion  on  the  Woodberry  Down 
housing  estate  (pp.  579-83)  has,  I  hope, 
been  read  attentively  by  panel  contractors 
throughout  the  country.  The  street  plan 
showing  the  positions  of  the  local  phar- 
macies is  an  excellent  idea.  It  reminds 
those  who  know  the  layout  of  London 
that  Stoke  Newington  is  a  busy  borough 
with  three  main  roads  running  through 
it.  In  addition  to  the  long  thoroughfare 
comprising  Stamford  Hill,  Stoke  Newing- 
ton High  Street  and,  I  think,  part  of 
Stoke  Newington  Road,  it  has  within  its 
boundaries  parts  of  Green  Lanes  and  of 
Seven  Sisters  Road.  These  arteries  are 
flanked  by  numerous  streets  and  roads.  A 
glance  at  your  plan  6f  the  area  shows  that, 
if  intended  primarily  to  benefit  the 
borouigh,  the  health  centre  should  have 
been  located  more  centrally  instead  of  on 
the  extreme  western  border  of  the  N.i6 
postal  district.  All  who  read  the  remarks 
of  the  people  interviewed  on  your  behalf 
must  have  been  impressed  by  unanimity 
on  two  matters.  The  first  is  that  cost  of 
building  and  running  the  centre  is  not 
likely  to  be  justified  by  results  ;  the  second 
is  that  all  the  pharmaceutical  service 
needed  is  already  provided  in  the  local 
pharmacies.  With  so  alert  an  outlook,  the 
future  of  the  service  should  be  satisfactory. 

A  Scottish  Celebration 

The  centenary  celebration  dinner  of  the 
i  Scottish  Department  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  was  evidently  a  successful  func- 
tion. The  list  of  speakers  should  satisfy 
the  most  fastidious  critic.  I  am  wondering 
whether  any  orator  went  further  back  in 
Scottish  pharmaceutical  history  than  the 
year  1852.  Though  that  year  is  the  ac- 
cepted datum  Hne  for  the  inauguration  of 
the  Department  (the  North  British  Branch, 
as  it  was  first  called),  a  good  deal  of 
spadework  was  done  previously.  An  article 
in  the  C.  &  D.,  1 901. II. 992-95  shows  that 
in  1 85 1  meetings  of  chemists  and  druggists 
were  held  in  Aberdeen  and  Edinburgh, 
the  primary  purpose  being  to  add  to  the 
Pharmacy  Bill  then  before  Parliament  pro- 
vision for  a  board  of  examiners  for  Scot- 
land. At  a  further  meeting,  Jacob  Bell, 
author  of  the  Bill,  was  present.  In  De- 
cember of  that  year  the  Council  of  the 


Society  adopted  certain  proposals  sent 
from  Scotland,  and  advanced  money  for 
current  expenses  and  for  "  museum  re- 
quisites." A  tribute  was  justly  paid  at 
the  centenary  dinner  to  three  of  the  Soci- 
ety's resident  secretaries  in  Scotland,  Mr. 
Rutherford  Hill,  Dr.  Joseph  Tait  and  the 
present  secretary.  Dr.  David  McCall.  To 
these  names  I  may  add  those  of  the  first 
two  secretaries,  Mr.  John  Mackay  (to 
1 881),  and  Mr.  Peter  MacEwan  (1881-86), 
later  Editor  of  The  Chemist  and  Drug- 
gist. Mr.  H.  T.  Thomas's  citation  of  a 
half-crown  fine  for  non-attendance  at  meet- 
ings in  the  past  may  have  been  received 
with  mixed  feelings  by  a  Scottish  audience. 

Reprints,  from  the  U.S.A. 

During  the  past  few  days  two  reprints 
from  the  American  Institute  of  the  His- 
tory of  Pharmacy  have  arrived.  The  pub- 
lications in  which  they  first  appeared  can 
usually  be  seen  in  this  country.  One  re- 
print is  headed  "  The  Antibiotics  and 
Pharmacy  "  ;  the  author  is  Dr.  George  Ur- 
dang.  Director  of  the  Institute  and  Pro- 
fessor of  the  History  of  Pharmacy  in 
Wisconsin  University.  The  reference  is 
"  Journal  of  the  History  of  Medicine  and 
Allied  Sciences,"  195 1.3. 388-405.  The 
article  summarises  the  production,  chiefly 
that  of  the  United  States,  of  antibiotics 
up  to  last  year,  with  special  reference  to 
penicillin.  It  forms  a  striking  record  of 
American  enterprise.  Acknowledgment  of 
pioneer  work  in  England  is  made :  orie 
fact  not  generally  known,  I  believe,  is 
that,  in  the  beginning  of  penicillin  manu- 
facture, over  700  reports  on  its  chemistry 
were  exchanged  between  laboratories  in 
the  two  countries  in  less  than  three  years. 
The  other  reprint  is  entitled  "  Science  in 
American  Pharmaceutical  Education  of 
the  19th  Century."  The  author  is  Mr. 
Glenn  Sonnedecker,  secretary  of  the  In- 
stitute ;  the  publication,  taken  from  the 
"  American  Journal  of  Pharmaceutical 
Education,"  XV.2.1 951. 185-2 17,  is  the 
first  of  a  series  from  the  History  of  Phar- 
macy Department  of  Wisconsin  Univer- 
sity School  of  Pharmacy.  The  author  men- 
tions that  three  of  the  four  "  real  text- 
books "  listed  by  Joseph  P.  Remington  in 
1857  were  of  British  origin  —  Pereira's 
"  Materia  Medica,"  Mohr  and  Redwood's 
"  Practical  Pharmacy,"  and  Fownes's 
once  well  known  "  Manual  of  Elementary 

Chemistry."  Xrayser

The  Secretary  for  Scotland  was  asked  by 
Mr.  W.  W.  Hamilton  on  April  22  the 
average  cost  of  a  National  Health  Service 
prescription  from  1948  to  1952. 

Mr.  J.  Stuart  replied :  The  approxi- 
mate average  cost  per  prescription  in  Scot- 
land was  3s.  6d.  in  the  second  half  of 
1948;  in  1949  it  was  4s.  id.;  in  1950, 
4s.  4id.;  and  in  1951,  4s.  yd.  He  told 
Mr.  H.  N.  Linstead  in  a  written  answer 
on  the  same  day  that  the  number  of  pres- 
cription forms  dispensed  in  Scotland  from 
April  1 95 1  to  March  1952  was  14,800,000, 
representing  approximately  20,700,000 
prescriptions. 

The  Minister  of  Health  (Mr.  H. 
Crookshank)  told  Mr.  Linstead  on  April 
23  that  the  number  of  prescriptions  dis- 
pensed in  England  and  Wales  under  the 
Health  Service  in  the  year  ended  Decem- 
ber 31,  1 95 1  (the  latest  convenient  period 
of  twelve  months),  was  approximately 
228.6  millions. 

Guillotine  on  N.H.S.  Bill 

The  Minister  of  Health  (Mr.  H. 
Crookshank)  on  April  23,  moved  the  adop- 
tion of  a  time  table  for  the  remainder  of 
the  debate  in  Committee  on  the  National 
Health  Service  Bill.  It  provided  for  the 
completion  of  the  debate  in  one  day,  and 
after  being  amended  was  passed  by  270 
votes  to  245. 

Among  the  amendments  to  the  Bill 
which  were  discussed  was  the  following  (re- 
ferring to  charges  made  for  appliances) 
"  except  in  cases  where  it  can  be  shown 
that  the  replacement  or  repair  is  due  to  a 
fault  in  the  appliance."  At  the  end  of  the 
alloted  time  for  discussion  the  motion  was 
lost  (305  votes  to  285).  A  motion  to  sub- 
stitute the  word  "  lessen  "  for  "  vary  "  in 
clause  3  (dealing  with  power  to  vary  or 
abolish  certain  charges)  was  agreed  to.  In 
a  later  debate  on  an  amendment  under  the 
same  section,  Mr.  H.  N.  Linstead  urged 
that  the  charges  be  not  put  on  an  annual 
basis.  "  For  the  sake  of  the  patient  put 
them  on  some  basis  of  permanency.  At 
any  rate  do  not  have  a  date  known  when 
it  is  possible  that  a  scale  of  charges  may 
be  abolished." 

Elastic  Stockings  in  N.H.S. 

Miss  P.  Hornsby-Smith  (Parl'amentary 
Secretary  to  the  Ministry  of  Health)  told 
Mr.  F.  H.  Hayman  m  a  written  answer 
on  April  24  that  about  35,000  pa^rs  of  all 
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types  of  elastic  hosiery  were  supplied 
annually  through  the  hospital  service  in 
England  and  Wales.  Mr.  H.  Crookshank 
told  him  that  one-way-stretch  knee  and 
thigh  stockings  provided  through  the  hos- 
pital service  averaged  56s.  6d.  and  8 is.  a 
pair  respectively,  and  two-way  stretch  39s. 
and  45s.  6d.  a  pair.  The  highest  and 
lowest  prices  for  any  type  of  knee  stock- 
ing were  75s.  and  30s.  6d.  a  pair,  and  of 
thigh  stockings  io6s.  6d.  and  38s.  a  pair. 

Mercury  in  Teething  Powders 

Mr.  Somerville  Hastings  asked  the 
Minister  of  Health  on  April  24  "  whether 
his  attention  has  been  called  to  an  article 
in  the  "British  Medical  Journal"  [C.  &  D., 
March  i,  p.  292]  in  which  it  is  stated 
that  serious  kidney  disease  may  be  caused 
by  teething  powders,  and  whether  he  will 
initiate  inquiries  with  a  view  to  banning 
the  sale  of  these  dangerous  medicines." 
Miss  Hornsby-Smith:  The  Minister  is  ad- 
vised that  the  evidence  in  this  report  is 
inconclusive ;  other  inquiries  are  in  progress. 

Proprietary  Nasal  Douche 

Mr.  E.  L.  Mallalieu  asked  the  Minister 
of  Health  on  April  24  for  "  the  result  of 
his  investigations  into  the  prescribing  in 
North  Middlesex  under  the  National 
Health  Service  of  a  nasal  douche  about 
twenty  times  more  expensive  but  of  i.o 
greater  therapeutic  value  than  that  vivr-n 
in  the  National  Formulary." 

Miss  P.  Hornsby-Smith  replied  that 
the  investigations  were  not  completed,  but 
that  she  was  informed  that  the  prepara- 
tion was  not  now  being  manufactured.

—  A  new  anti- 
malarial agent,  Daraprim  brand  pyrime- 
thamine (2  '.4,  diamino-5-(4-chlorophenyl)- 
6-ethylpyrimidine)  has  been  developed  at 
the  Wellcome  laboratories  and  is  now 
available  from  Burroughs  Wellcome  & 
Co.,  183  Euston  Road.  London,  N.W.i. 
Experimental  tests  in  vitro  and  upon  ani- 
mals showed  it  non-toxic  yet  effective 
against  various  types  of  plasmodia.  Its 
potency  in  human  malaria  has  been  con-  • 
firmed  by  clinical  reports  from  many  parts 
of  the  world.  For  treatment,  a  single  dose 
of  50  mgm.  (in  some  cases  less)  has  been 
found  adequate  to  clear  the  parasitaemia 
and  relieve  the  fever  in  acute  attacks.  For 
suppression,  a  weekly  dose  of  25  mgm. 
(12.5  mgm.  in  children)  has  proved  effec- 
tive. Daraprim  is  tasteless,  well  tolerated, 
and  suitable  for  mass  treatment.  It  is 
issued  as  25-mgm.  scored  compressed  pro- 
ducts in  strip-packs  of  six  and  bottles  of 
thirty  and  1,000. 

Medical  Specialities.  —  The  British 
Drug  Houses,  Ltd.,  Graham  Street,  City 
Road,  London,  N.  i,  have  recently  issued 
Viscardan  (khellin,  B.D.H.),  a  crystalline 
glycoside  isolated  from  the  seeds  of  Ammi 
visnaga.  Chemically  2-methyl-5  : 8-dimeth- 
oxy-6  : 7-furano-chromone,  Viscardan  is  a 
vasodilator  and  antispasmodic  with  a  pro- 
longed action.  It  is  issued  in  tablets  of  50 
mgm,  in  bottles  of  twenty-five  and  250 
tablets.  The  company  have  also  made 
available  Vibelan  Forte  in  tablets  each 
containing :  Vitamin  Bi,  6  mgm. ;  ribofla- 
vine,  2.5  mgm.  ;  nicotinamide,  15  mgm,  ; 
folic  acid,  2  mgm.,  and  vitamin  B12,  5 
microgm.  in  a  lactose  base.  The  product 
is  formulated  to  counteract  the  inhibiting 
action  of  sulphonamides  and  antibiotics 
on  the  B-complex-forming  activity  of  the 
intestinal  flora.  It  is  issued  in  bottles  of 
fifty  and  500  tablets.  Vitamin  G.B.D.H. 
(ascorbic  acid)  also  made  available,  is  in 
tablets  containing  200  mgm.  (4,000  i.u.), 
in  bottles  of  twenty  and  100  tablets.

Its  application  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  syringe  barrels  eliminates  barrel- 
grinding.  W.  Edwards  &  Co.  (London), 
Ltd.,  Worsley  Bridge  Road,  London, 
S.E.26,  showed  a  new  mercury  diffusion 
pump  working  at  a  pressure  of  15  mm., 
and  a  new  oil  diffusion  booster  pump. 

RADIOACTIVE  TRACERS 

An  address  on  "  Radioactive  Tracers 
in  Biology  and  Medicine "  was  given 
at  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Durham 
County  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  by  Mr.  P.  Reasbeck  (Lon- 
donderry laboratory  for  radiochem- 
istry,  University  of  Durham).  After 
discussing  the  discovery  of  radioactivity, 
atomic  structure,  the  properties  of  radio- 
active elements  and  instruments  for  the 
detection  and  measurement  of  radioac- 
tivity (including  the  Geiger  counter)  the 
speaker  dealt  with  the  theory  of  isotopy. 

An  outline  of  the  methods  of  dealing 
with  biological  or  medical  problems  by 
means  of  radioactive  tracer  techniques 
was  given  with  reference  to  choice  of  iso- 
topes, methods  of  synthesis,  detection  and 
measurement  of  the  distribution  of  a  com- 
pound in  a  plant  or  animal  subject.  The 
three  chief  uses  of  tracers  were  for  the 
study  of  metabolism,  diagnostic  studies  on 
human  beings  and  therapy. 
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NATIONAL  PHARMACEUTICAL  UNION 


Meetings  of  the  Executive  of  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union  and  of  the  direc- 
tors of  the  Chemists'  Defence  Association, 
Ltd.,  were  held  in  London  on  April  23, 
Mr.  P.  Varley  (president)  in  the  chair  at 
the  commencement. 

Election  of  Officers 

Mr.  D.  W.  Hudson  was  unanimously 
elected  Chairman  of  the  Executive,  and  of 
the  directors  of  the  Chemists'  Defence 
Association,  Ltd.,  and  the  retiring^  chair- 
man invested  him  with  the  chairman's 
chain  of  office.  Mr.  Hudson,  accepting 
office,  thanked  the  Executive  for  the  con- 
fidence they  had  placed  in  him.  He 
thanked  Mr.  Varley  for  the  service  he  had 
given  to  the  N.P.U.  and  its  allied  organi- 
sations, particularly  _during  his  year  as 
chairman,  and  presented  him  with  the 
past-chairman's  jewel.  Mr.  Varley  re- 
plied. Mr.  H.  Holmes  was  elected  vice- 
chairman,  and  Mr.  S.  J.  Stearn,  J. P.,  was 
unanimously  re-elected  Treasurer.  Com- 
mittees and  representatives  to  committees 
of  other  organisations  were  elected. 

The  Secretary  (Mr.  H.  Noble)  repor- 
ted that  the  Brewers'  Society  and  other 
interested  trade  organisations  had  recently 
issued  to  chemists  in  Portsmouth  (and  pos- 
sibly other  areas)  a  display  bilj  indicating 
that  it  was  dangerous  and  "  illegal "  to 
put  paraffin,  turpentine,  etc.,  into  mineral 
water,  beer,  or  milk  bottles.  He  pointed 
out  that,  while  there  was  a  Statutory  Re- 
gulation that  made  it  an  offence  to  mis- 
use milk  bottles,  the  N.P.U.  had  always 
held  the  view  that  there  was  nothing  "  ille- 
gal "  in  supplying  household  fluids  in 
mineral  water  or  beer  bottles.  He  had  con- 
sequently communicated  with  the  organi- 
sations concerned  challenging  their  state- 
ment. He  further  reported  that  no  provi- 
sion had  been  included  in  the  Finance  Bill 
under  which  the  Treasury  could  operate 
a  rebate  scheme  in  the  event  of  purchase 
tax  rates  being  removed  from  particular 
ranges  of  goods.  Efforts  were  being  made 
through  th^  National  Chamber  of  Trade 
to  secure  a  debate  on  the  matter  at  the 
Committee  stage.  Mr.  Cyril  Osborn,  M.P. 
for  Louth,  was  to  table  an  amendment  to 
the  Bill  which,  if  accepted,  would  provide 
that  unregistered  traders  holding  stocks 
of  taxable  goods  should  be  allowed  a  re- 
bate on  the  tax  paid.  Approaches  had 
been  made  by  the  N.P.U.  to  certain  M.P.'s 
who  had  promised  support. 

The  Secretary  reported  that  the  Fair 


Trading  Congress  (the  parent  body  of  tV 
Fair  Prices  Defence  Committee)  had  mi 
to  consider  possible  inter-trades  action  1 
resist  the  operation  of  free-gift  schemes  ii 
troduced  particularly  by  manufacturers  « 
American  origin.  The  type  of  scheme  d 
plored  was  one  in  which  goods  of  or! 
trade  were  sold  and  goods  of  another  weii' 
given  away.  Discussions  had  been  initiateil 
between  the  National  Federation  of  Gr<l 
cers'  Associations  and  the  National  Fe(i 
eration  of  Ironmongers  on  their  specif 
problem.  It  was  hoped  that  other  traci 
associations  in  the  Congress  would  pi; 
pressure  on  manufacturers  operating  sue! 
schemes.  It  was  resolved  that  members  '1 
the  N.P.U.  should  be  advised  not  to  pa; 
ticipate  in  such  schemes,  and  that  actic 
on  the  matter  should  be  co-ordinated  win 
that  of  other  retail  ti:ade  organisations.

The  Chairman  of  the  Central  N.H

acceptance  by  the  Ministry  of  liability  f 
non-payment  of  the  levy  where  medicin 
were  uncollected,  or  where  the  contract 
had  been  unable  to  collect  the  levy, 
offer  made  by  the  Ministry  at  an  earh 
meeting  had  been  rejected,  and  discu 
sions  were  proceeding  on  a  revised  off( 
The  committee  had  decided  to  call  a  co 
ference  of  Pharmaceutical  Committee  re 
resentatives  if,  after  negotiations  on  tl 
levy  were  completed,  any  points  outstan 
ing  were  of  sufficient  importance  to  ji; 
tify  the  expense. 

The  Chairman  reported  on  the  ten 
of  a  claim  for  increased  pharmaceuticjl 
service  lemuneration,  which  had  been 
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to  the  secretary  of  the  management  side 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Whitley  Council  on 
April  I.  He  reported  also  that  the  consult- 
ing accountants  were  engaged  in  analysing 
completed  questionnaire  forms  which  had 
been  received.  The  Ministry  had  agreed 
to  add  to  the  Drug  Tariff  a  number  of 
appliances  about  which  representations 
had  been  made.  The  operative  date  would 
be  June  i  and  details  would  be  given  to 
contractors  in  the  quarterly  list  of  Drug 
Tariff  amendments.  Forty  persons  and 
firms  who  had  applied  for  membership  of 
the  N.P.U.  since  the  last  meeting  of 
the  Executive  Committee  were  elected 
members. 

The  Executive  Committee  entertained 
its  retiring  chairman  (Mr.  P.  Varley)  to 
dinner  in  London  on  April  22.  Mr. 
Donald  Hudson,  who  presided,  proposed 
a  toast  to  the  N.P.U. ,  the  Secretary  re- 
plying.

Settlements  Secured  and  Pending 

In  a  circular  to  secretaries  of  Pharma- 
ceutical Committees  the  secretary  of  the 
N.P.U.  has  given  the  information  that  the 
"  co-op."  dividend  question  has  been  satis- 
factorily settled,  and  that  the  present 
("  non-inducement ")  clause  in  the  terms 
of  service  unmodified,  "  Some  small  finan- 
cial advantage  "  has  been  secured  for  rural 
area  chemists  who  dispense  to  a  substantial 
extent  (see  notice,  p.  611)  prescriptions 
that  do  not  reach  them  directly  frorn  the 
patient's  household,  where  the  medicines 
are  also  issued  to  those  households  through 
indirect  channels.  The  allowance  will  be 
to  compensate  for  potential  loss  through 
uncollected  levies  over  and  above  such 
potential  loss  as  is  likely  to  be  experienced 
oy  urban  chemists.  It  is  proposed  that  the 
'  uncollected  medicines  "  and  "  hardship  " 
:ases  referred  to  in  paragraphs  3  and  4 
Df  the  appendix  to  the  previous  circular 
IU.L.756)  shall  be  dealt  with  by  a  small 
Dayment  per  prescription  to  all  contractors.

""'To'lIcy:— I  have  accepted  nomination 
as  a  candidate  in  the  Council  election 
because  I  believe  I  can  render  service  to 
the  profession,  particularly  on  account  ot 
my  experience  in  pharmaceutical  educa- 
tion.

Policy: — It  is  essential  that  the  pres- 
tige and  dignity  of  our  profession  shall 
be  enhanced  and  stimulated  to  the  highest 
practical  level.  Our  professional  status 
can  be  assessed  by  the  appearance,  layout 
and  atmosphere  of  the  pharmacies  and  dis- 
pensaries of  this  country.  I  approve  of  the 
modern  pharmacy,  where  the  dispensing 
department  and  space  allocation  to  the 
sale  of  drugs  and  medicinal  products  are 
predominant.

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COLOURS  FOR  OPERATING-THEATRE  FLUIDS 

Report  by  Codex  Revision  Committee 


In  a  report  published  by  the  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Society,  the  findings  are  given  of  a 
subcommittee  set  up  by  the  Codex  Re- 
vision Committee  in  response  to  a  request 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  a  standard 
range  of  non-injectable  fluids  used  (a)  for 
the  storage  of  ampoules  and  syringes,  and 
(b)  for  sterilising  the  skin.  The  subcom- 
mittee, formed  in  January  1950,  comprised 
Messrs.  T.  D.  Whittet  (chairman),  A.  C. 
Adamson,  H.  S  Grainger,  J,  W.  Hadgraft, 
C.  W.  Peck,  J.  W.  Soulsby  and  A.  Ster- 
ling. The  subcommittee's  report  was  ac- 
cepted by  the  Codex  Revision  Committee 
on  June  21,  1950.  The  Committee  affirm 
that  they  have  not  considered  whether  or 
not  the  colouring  of  non-injectable  fluids 
for  those  purposes  is  desirable.  The  fact 
that  they  have  complied  with  the  Minis- 
try's request  must  not  be  taken  to  mean 
that  they  necessarily  approve  of  colouring 
such  fluids. 

Types  of  Non-Injectable  Fluids 

The  non-injectable  fluids  have  been 
classified  as  follows: — Solutions  (a)  of  local 
analgesics  for  topical  use ;  (b)  for  storing 
ampoules ;  (c)  for  storing  surgical  instru- 
ments ;  (d)  for  storing  hypodermic 
syringes ;  and  (e)  fluid  preparations  for  skin 
disinfection  or  cleaning. 

The  Committee  were  guided  by  the 
principles  that  colour  should  not  be  used 
for  identification ;  that  dyes  already  de- 
scribed in  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Codex  or  British  Pharmacopoeia  should  be 
used  in  preference  to  unstandardised  dyes  ; 
that  wherever  the  use  of  a  particular  col- 
our in  connection  with  a  certain  substance 
had  become  generally  well  established,  that 
association  should  be  maintained  (for  ex- 
ample, solutions  of  mercuric  chloride  are 
generally  coloured  blue  and  solutions  of 
phenol,  red) ;  that  the  use  of  violet  is  un- 
desirable, since  solutions  so  coloured  re- 
semble methylated  spirit  (in  particular,  in- 
dustrial methylated  spirit  should  not  be 
coloured  violet) ;  that  solutions  of  local 
analgesics  for  topical  use  should  be  effec- 
tively differentiated  as  a  group ;  that  the 
question  of  colouring  solutions  for  storage 
of  hypodermic  syringes  should  be  restricted 
to  alcohol  (70  to  75  per  cent,  v/v);  and 
that  solutions  for  storage  of  ampoules 
should  be  replaced  by  one  standard  solu- 
tion so  coloured  that  gross  contamination 


of  the  contents  of  cracked  ampoules  by  it 
may  readily  be  detected. 

The  recommendations  are  that  non-in- 
jectable  fluid  preparations  used  in  hospital 
operating  theatres  should  be  coloured  ac 
cording  to  the  following  scheme:  — 

(a)  Solutions  of  Local  Analgesics 
FOR  Topical  Use.  Should  be  coloured 
green.  Addition  of  i  per  cent,  of  com- 
pound solution  of  tartrazine,  B.P.C.,  and 
I  per  cent,  of  solution  of  methylene  blue 
(i  in  1,000)  gives  a  suitable  colour. 

(b)  Solution  for  Storing  Ampoules. 
The  following  solution  in  closed  glass  ves- 
sels was  found  suitable  pharmaceutically : 

Chlorocresol    0.4 

Solution  of  bordeaux  B,  B.P.C.  i 
Distilled  water  to    100 

It  should  be  tested  bacteriologically  under 

conditions  of  use. 

(c)  Solutions  for  Storing  Surgical 
Instruments.  Should  be  coloured  by  the 
addition  of  0.2  per  cent,  of  solution  of 
bordeaux  B,  B.P.C. 

(d)  Solution  for  Storing  Hypoder- 
mic Syringes.  Alcohol  (70  to  75  per  cent, 
v/v)  used  for  this  purpose  should  be  col- 
oured with  0.1  per  cent,  of  magenta. 

(e)  Fluid  Preparations  for  Skin  Dis- 
infection OR  Cleaning.  Preparations  that 
possess  no  intrinsic  colour  should  be  col- 
oured as  follows :  — 

(i)  Cetrimide.  Aqueous  solutions  should 
be  coloured  yellow  with  compound  solu- 
tion of  tartrazine,  B.P.C.  The  addition  of 
I  per  cent,  of  compound  solution  of  tartra- 
zine to  solutions  containing  i  per  cent,  of 
cetrimide  gives  a  suitable  depth  of  colour. 

(ii)  Industrial  Methylated  Spirit.  Should 
be  coloured  with  0.0 1  per  cent,  of  magenta. 

(iii)  Solutions  of  mercurials.  Solutions 
of  mercuric  chloride  should  be  coloured 
with  methylene  blue  (suitable  range  of  di- 
lution, I  in  100,000  to  I  in  500,000);  of 
mercuric  iodide  and  oxycyanide  with  eosin 
(suitable  range  of  dilution,  i  in  100,000 
to  I  in  500,000) ;  of  other  mercurial  com- 
pounds should  be  coloured  red  or  blue 
(eosin  was  precipitated  in  aqueous  solu- 
tions of  phenylmercuric  acetate  and  nitrate 
but  methylene  blue  was  found  satisfactory 
for  these  substances). 

(iv)  Fluid  preparations  containing  phe- 
nols or  chlorinated  phenols.  Should  be 
coloured  red.  Magenta  was  sometimes 
found  to  be  precipitated  from  aqueous  solu- 
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ions  of  phenol  but  solution  of  bordeaux 
5,  I  per  cent.,  was  found  suitable. 

(v)  Ether.  Should  be  coloured  yellow 
k^ith  a  suitable  dye  such  as :  Fat  orange 
L ;  oil  yellow  DN  ;  or  waxoline  yellow  IS, 
ach  o.oi  per  cent. 

(vi)  Preparations  not  mentioned  in  this 
ection  and  new  preparations  should  be 
oloured  in  accordance  with  the  recom- 
aendations  (if  none,  yellow). 

During  investigations  into  a  suitable 
olution  for  the  storage  of  ampoules,  it  be- 


came clear  that  the  "  burning-in  "  method 
of  labelling  ampoules  was  the  one  of 
choice. 

The  Committee  wishes  to  record  that  it 
considers  the  addition  of  colour  to  solu- 
tions that  are  naturally  colourless  may 
lead  very  easily  to  errors  if  those  handling 
such  solutions  should  attempt  to  identify 
them  by  their  colour.  Wherever  possible, 
containers  should  be  labelled ;  it  is  desir- 
able to  use  floating  tubes  containing  a  slip 
label  in  dishes  containing  solutions.

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Confusion  over  Colours 

One  of  the  first  things  to  strike  a  reader 
of  the  report  on  colourings  for  operating- 
theatre  fluids  (p.  610)  is  that  it  was 
"  accepted  "  by  the  Codex  Revision  Com- 
mittee (from  its  subcommittee)  in  June 
1950,  but  sees  the  light  of  day  only  in 
April  1952,  twenty-two  months  later.  It  is 
not  unknown  for  reports  to  be  published 
and  forgotten,  but  the  present  circumstan- 
ces suggest  that  somebody,  somewhere, 
would  rather  have  had  th^s  particular  re- 
port forgotten  than  published. 

It  is  not  difficult  to  understand  why 
there  are  strong  opponents  to  the  use  of 
colour  as  a  means  of  distinguishing  a  non- 
injectable  from  an  injectable  liquid.  In 
the  course  of  time,  surgeons  and  others  in 
the  operating-theatre  would  tend  to  "  iden- 
tify "  a  solution  by  its  colour,  and  not 
trouble  to  check  it  carefully  by  the  label. 

The  protagonists  of  colour  would  prob- 
ably argue  that,  if  practice  could  be  made 
uniform  in  all  hospitals,  and  if  it  could 
:ome  to  be  accepted  that  any  coloured 
solution  was,  ipso  facto,  non-injectable, 
;hen  one  strong  safeguard  at  least  would 
DC  in  operation.  To  that  point  of  view  the 
eport  is,  perhaps,  helpful,  because  the  re- 
commended colouring  matters  where  they 
'ary  are  not  aimed  at  distinguishing  one 
oloured  solution  from  another  but  at 
olouring  every  solution  in  a  manner  de- 
oid  of  chemical  or  other  objections.  But 
/hat  of  coloured  injection  solutions?  And 
re  colour-blind  people  to  be  kept  out  of 
lie  operating  theatre? 
Colouring  would  normally  show  up  a 


gross  error  such  as  confusion  between 
ether  and  procaine  solution  when  both  are 
"laid  out"  in  an  operating  theatre,  but 
the  question  of  colouring  is  linked  with 
the  broader  matter  of  theatre  routine,  and 
whether  injectable  solutions  should  ever 
be  supplied  to  the  theatre  in  bulk^  from 
which  they  may,  in  practice,  be  "  laid 
out  "  in  unlabelled  containers. 

If  checking  the  label  is  to  be  enforced, 
a  sine  qua  non  is  that  the  label 
should  be  legible  in  all  circumstances,  and 
for  that  reason  the  recommendation  is 
made  that  labels  of  ampoules  should  be 
of  the  "  burnt-in  "  kind,  proof  against  re- 
moval or  obliteration. 

The  Codex  Revision  Committee,  in  cir- 
culating the  report,  has  been  at  pains  to 
point  out  that  the  Committee  had  not  con- 
sidered the  question  whether  or  not  the 
colouring  of  non-injectable  fluids  of  the 
kind  under  consideration  is  desirable  or 
not.  Seeing  that,  as  the  result  of  whatever 
prompting,  the  report  has  now  been 
brought  out  of  its  pigeon-hole,  it  is  clear 
that  the  question  will  have  to  be  con- 
sidered, as  a  matter  of  urgency,  by  a  body 
competent  to  reach  a  decision. 

N.H.S.  £  s.  d. 

In  his  statement  as  chairman  to  the  share- 
holders of  Evans  Medical  Supplies,  Ltd. 
(see  C.  &  D.,  April  26,  p.  564),  Mr.  Ian 
Fergusson  had  some  illuminating  comment 
to  make  on  the  sharp  contrast  between 
popular  misconceptions  of  the  enormous 
profits  made  by  manufacturers  of  pharma- 
ceutical products  supplied  under  the  Na- 
tional Health  Service  and  the  realities 
proved  by  Civil  Estimates  and  companies' 
balance  sheets. 

The  gross  expenditure  for  the  National 
Health  Service  in  1951-52  is  on  record  in 
the  Civil  Estimates.  It  stands  at  £470.5 
millions,  of  which  the  amount  paid  to  che- 
mists for  both  ingredient  costs  (covering 
dressings  and  appliances  as  well  as  drugs) 
and  container  allowances  was  £24.5  mil- 
lions. To  that  must  be  added,  for  drugs 
and  dressings  supplied  to  hospitals,  an 
amount  of  £10.9  millions.  To  arrive  at 
the  sum  of  money  that  went  into  the 
pockets  of  pharmaceutical  manufacturers 
and  wholesalers  it  is  necessary  to  deduct 
a  figure  for  container  allowances,  dress- 
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ings  and  appliances  and  add  an  amount  for 
drugs  dispensed  by  doctors  and  dentists. 
Those  sums  must  to  some  extent  be  a  mat- 
ter of  estimate,  and  Mr.  Fergusson's  own 
estimate  was  £7.4  millions,  leaving  £28 
millions  as  the  gross  amount  received  by 
manufacturers  and  wholesalers.  Using  In- 
land Revenue  statistics,  Mr.  Fergusson 
applies  that  figure  in  estimating  the  net 
profit  on  the  goods  supplied,  and  puts  it  at 
£1.5  millions  (5.6  per  cent,  on  90  per 
cent,  of  home  market  turnover). 

On  that  basis  the  most  that  would  have 
been  saved  to  the  country  if  every  manu- 
facturer had  supplied  drugs  to  the  nation 
without  profit  would  have  been  £1.5  mil- 
lions which,  from  £470.5  millions,  would 
still  leave  the  country  spending  £469  mil- 
lions which  from  £470.5  millions,  would 
not  be  taken  as  accurate  to  the  fourth 
place  of  decimals,  they  do  at  least  serve 
to  put  in  perspective  the  "  excessive  " 
costs  with  which  manufacturers  are,  by 
certain  voices,  accused  of  saddling  the 
Service, 

Overseas  Trade  in  March 

During  March,  United  Kingdom  imports 
continued  at  a  high  level  though  the  save- 
the-£  restrictions  had  been  in  force  for 
five  months.  The  total  value  of  imports 
was  £333  millions  (£30  millions  more 
than  in  March  1951),  whilst  exports,  with 
re-exports,  were  valued  at  £266  millions 
(£58  millions  up).  The  excess  of  imports 
(valued  c.i.f.)  over  total  exports  (valued 
f.o.b.)  for  the  first  quarter  of  the  year 
totalled  £212  millions,  against  £237  mil- 
lions in  the  first  quarter  of  1951.  Since 
exports  Jn  the  second  quarter  are  likely 
to  be  affected  by  the  restrictions  recently 
introduced  by  Commonwealth  countries  on 
imported  goods,  the  prospect  for  the  trade 
balance  in  the  second  quarter  depends 
largely  on  how  far  the  further  effects  of 
the  cuts  in  United  Kingdom  imports  will 
offset  the  normal  seasonal  increase  in  im- 
ports at  this  time  of  the  year. 

Pakistan  was  again  the.  largest  market 
for  U.K.  proprietary  medicines,  taking 
£59,200  worth  out  of  a  total  of  £557>539- 
The  Union  of  South  Africa  and  India 
came  next,  taking  £49,000  each.  The 
figure  for  quinine  exports  was,  at  £26,789. 


the  lowest  recorded  for  six  months.  Oth 
drugs,  medicines  and  medicinal  prepai 
tions  totalled  £2,364,884,  of  which  Ind 
took  £341,315  and  Pakistan  £183,476. 

Total  exports  of  all  drugs,  etc.,  were, 
£2,949,212,  about  £100,000  more  than 
February.  Insulin  continued  to  decli: 
and,  at  £30,240,  was  at  the  lowest  figu 
recorded  for  many  months.  Aspirin  expo 
(£56,302)  dropped  about  £22,000  on  t 
previous  month,  but  ointments  and  li: 
ments,  £93,771,  showed  a  slight  impro> 
ment.  Whilst  penicillin  salts,  at  £207,8(5 
showed  a  decline  of  about  £20,000  frc 
the  February  figure,  penicillin  prepai 
tions,  including  ointments,  lozenges  a 
tablets  (£54,889)  were  greater  by  £io,0( 
though  they  were  only  about  one-half 
those  of  March  1951  (£116,194).  Pe: 
cillin  injections  were  steady  at  £194,81 
Antipaludics  were  at  £81,805  and  s 
phonamides  (powder  and  tablets) 
£313,926.  The  values  of  most  of  t 
toilet  preparations  exported  showed  lit 
change  over  the  previous  month,  Toi 
soap  amounted  to  £170,236.  Of  the  toi 
perfumery  and  toilet  preparations  (excli 
ing  perfumed  spirits,  essential  oils,  a 
all  soap)  valued  at  £436,367,  toot 
pastes  and  dental  mouthwashes,  etc.,  ; 
counted  for  £88,986,  and  cosmetics  j 
£169,284.  Perfumed  spirits  were 
£50,806  and  essential  oils  at  £64,9; 
against  £102,194  in  February  and  £97^4 
in  January, 

Imports  of  essential  oils  continued  at  t 
fairly  high  level  of  £523,896  (agai: 
£753,780  in  March  1951).  Only  £150,5 
worth  came  from  the  sterling  area,  whi 
£196,364  worth  came  from  Italy  aloi 
During  the  month  essential  oils  re-export 
were  at  £36,201  and  imported  medicii 
(prepared)  re-exported  were  at  £50,7; 
March  imports  of  menthol  were, 
£16,400,  higher  by  £10,000  than  in  1 
previous  month. 

Among  U.K.  manufacturers  the  contir

The  Educational  Way  Ahead 

Sir, — Once  again  I  must  cross  swords

the  other  subjects  of  his  syllabus.  Phar- 
macognosy, I  feel,  has  been  whittled  down 
by  the  Society  to  the  barest  minimum,  and 
the  next  subject  to  come  under  the  axe, 
this  time  by  the  colleges,  must  of  necessity 
be  the  practical  galenical  periods  (so  in- 
creasing the  theoretical  knowledge  of  the 
student).  Pharmacy  is  essentially  a  prac- 
tical subject  to  the  vast  majority  of  phar- 
macists, who  cannot  get  through  a  day's 
work  by  hypothetical  deductions.  In  all 
the  academic  courses,  except  pharmacy, 
the  student  had  a  rudimentary  knowledge 
of  his  subject  by  the  time  he  had  passed 
his  Intermediate  or  second  M.B.  examina- 
tion. There  should  be  some  kind  of  intro- 
ductory course,  either  through  the  colleges 
or  the  Society,  so  that  students  will  know 
what  they  will  be  undertaking  in  their 
final  years,  and  be  able  to  decide  that 
pharmacy  is  the  profession  of  their  choice. 
Far  too  many  students  decide  on  pharmacy 
after  being  refused  entrance  into  medical 
schools  or  other  university  courses.  That 
preliminary  course  could  weed  out  unsuit- 
able people  and  direct  others  into  bran- 
ches to  which  they  would  be  best  suited.

A  Plea  for  Uniform  Containers 

Sir, — I  am  concerned  about  the  various 
types,  sizes  and  shapes  of  bottles  used  by 
the  wholesalers — small,  medium,  large, 
round,  oval,  and  square.  Could  more  or 
less  standard  sizes  and  shapes  not  be 
adopted?  In  these  days  of  stress  and 
small  storage  space,  a  square-type  faced 
r.eceptacle  takes  up  much  less  room  than  a 
round  squat  receptacle,  and  a  uniform  size 
for  different  types  of  tablets  would  prob- 
ably be  much  more  acceptable  for  present- 
day  dispensing  than  those  at  present  used. 
This  standardisation  measure  would  help 
the  dispenser  greatly,  and  probably  elimi- 
nate the  "  hide  and  seek "  method  of 
storing  in  vogue  at  present.  I  suggest  that 
manufacturers  should  consider  the  matter 
carefully  to  see  what  can  be  done.  There 
may  be  difficulties.  But  are  difficulties 
not  a  spur  to  achieve  something  ideal?

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14.— ANALGESIC  DRUGS 

''For  this  relief  much  thanks ;  .  .  ."- 


OF  the  many  ways  in  which  pain  can 
be  relieved  by  drugs  we  shall  only 
consider  those  which  act  on  the  central 
nervous  system.  Little  is  known  of  the 
mode  of  action  of  this  group  of  drugs  but 
it  is  presumed  that  some  kind  of  barrier 
is  set  up  to  the  effects  of  the  nerve  im- 
pulses conveyed  by  the  pain  pathways. 
Their  precise  site  and  mode  of  action  are 
at  present  unknown.  The  use  of  opium 
in  the  relief  of  pain  has  been  known  from 
very  early  times  and,  since  the  isolation  of 
its  principal  alkaloid  morphine,  search  has 
been  made  for  drugs  showing  comparable 
analgesic  efficiency  but  without  its  liability 
to  cause  addiction.  The  fundamental 
mechanism  of  addiction  is  still  imperfectly 
understood  and  is  one  of  the  causes  of  the 
difficulty  of  a  precise  definition.  The  fol- 
lowing definition  has,  however,  been  pro- 
pounded by  the  Expert  Committee  on 
Drugs  Liable  to  Produce  Addiction  of  the 
World  Health  Organisation:  — 

"  Drug  addiction  is  a  state  of  periodic  or 
chronic  intoxication  detrimental  to  the  individual 
and  to  society  produced  by  the  repeated  con- 
sumption of  a  drug  (natural  or  synthetic).  Its 
characteristics  include: — i.  An  overpowering  de- 
sire or  need  to  continue  taking  the  drug  and  to 
obtain  it  by  any  means.  2.  A  tendency  to  in- 
crease the  dose.  3.  A  psychic  and  sometimes  a 
physical  dependence  on  the  effect  of  the  drug." 

The  distinction  between  habit  and  addic- 
tion must  be  noted.  Tobacco  is  an  ex- 
ample of  a  substance  causing  habit  forma- 
tion and  no  one  would  suggest  that  it 
complies  with  the  above  definition.  We 
may,  therefore,  safely  continue  to  get  plea- 
sure from  smoking  if  we  wish. 

Many  analgesics  have  been  produced 
with  morphine-like  properties  which  at 
first  were  thought  wrongly  not  to  produce 
addiction.  Diacetylmorphine,  now  known 
to  be  one  of  the  most  dangerous  drugs  of 
addiction,  and,  more  recently,  pethidine 
are  cases  in  point.  The  latter,  and  other 
recently  introduced  analgesics,  will  now 
be  considered  in  some  detail.

Pethidine 

Pethidine  was  first  studied  because  of  its 
atropine-like  action  and  was  later  found 
to  have  analgesic  properties.  A  number  of 
derivatives  have  also  been  studied.  All 
are  capable  of  producing  addiction.  Pethi- 
dine is  absorbed  when  taken  orally  or  given 
by  injection.  About  80  per  cent,  is  believed 
to  be  destroyed  in  the  body,  probably  by 
hydrolysis  in  the  liver  by  an  enterase  and 
some  is  excreted  in  the  urine. 

Actions  and  Uses.  In  addition  to  its 
analgesic  properties  pethidine  has  spasmo- 
lytic and  sedative  actions.  As  an  analgesic 
it  is  one-tenth  as  potent  as  morphine  but 
it  neither  depresses  the  cough  centre  nor 
causes  constipation.  Nausea  and  vomiting 
are  less  than  with  morphine.  Withdrawal 
symptoms,  in  addiction  which  are  more 
likely  to  occur  after  injection  (its  most 
effective  means  of  administration)  are  less 
severe.  It  is  usually  administered  in  doses 
of  50  to  100  mgm.  and  its  most  important 
use  is  in  obstetrics  when  up  to  400  mgm. 
has  been  given.  100  mgm.  are  injected 
as  soon  as  regular  uterine  contractions 
commence  and  repeated  later  if  necessary. 
Uterine  contractions  are  not  significantly 
diminished  nor  is  labour  prolonged  and 
the  patient  remains  co-operative.  It  is  some- 
tim.es  .given  combined  with  hyoscine  which 
gives  an  additional  amnesic  effect  without 
apparently  increasing  the  toxicity.  Used 
post-operatively  it  is  not  as  effective  as 
morphine  either  in  potency  or  length  of 
action.  It  is  valuable  in  pain  due  to 
smooth  muscle  spasm  because  of  the  spas- 
molytic action  which  it  possesses  to  a 
greater  degree  than  papaverine.  Addiction 
to  morphine  has  been  treated  by  replace- 
ment with  pethidine. 

Side  Effects.  To  those  already  men- 
tioned must  be  added  dryness  of  the  mouth 
(atropine-like  effect),  dizziness,  faintness, 
visual  disturbances,  restlessness  and 
anxiety.  It  has  a  quinidine-like  action  on 
the  heart  and  respiration  is  less  depressed 
than  with  morphine.    Its  effect  on  circu-

lation  is  slight  except  after  intravenous  in- 
jection when  a  fall  in  blood  pressure  may 
occur  due  to  peripheral  vasodilation. 

Amidone 

Amidone  was  introduced  in  Germany 
uring  the  1939-45  war.  It  is  absorbed 
when  given  orally  or  by  injection  and  is 
excreted  in  the  urine  (up  to  30  per  cent.) 
and  in  the  faeces  within  twenty-four  hours. 
There  are  a  number  of  methods  of  testing 
he  analgesic  properties  of  drugs  but  most 
Tiethods  have  their  limitations.  Different 
workers  obtain  different  results  owing  to 
he  difficulties  of  interpretation  and  psy- 
hological  factors  involved  even  with  the 
ame  method.  It  would  seem,  however, 
hat  weight  for  weight  amidone  is  one  to 
ree  times  as  efTective  as  morphine  and 
en  to  thirty  times  as  effective  as  pethidine. 

is  less  likely  than  morphine  to  cause 
lausea  and  vomiting  except  when  given 
)rally.  It  depresses  respiration  less  than 
norphine  but  more  than  pethidine  and 
lence  its  use  is  contra-indicated  in  obstet- 
ic  analgesia.  In  normal  doses  it  is  not 
pnotic  or  sedative ;  it  depresses  the 
ugh  reflex  and,  like  pethidine,  it  has  a 
pasmolytic  action. 

Uses.    The  average  dose  is   10  mgm.

It 
as  proved  of  value  in  neoplastic  disease 
jnd  in  pain  of  neurological,  osseous  or  vis- 
ral  origin.  While  useful  in  post-operative 
ain  it  is  inadequate  preoperatively.  Small 
OSes  (2  mgm.)  are  effective  in  suppress- 
?  cough. 

SmE  Effects.  Euphoria  occasionally  oc- 
Jrs  as  do  nausea,  vomiting  and  dizziness, 
olerance  develops  only  very  slowly.  The 
sk  of  addiction  is  much  less  than  with 
orphine  and  it  is,  in  fact,  used  in  the 
eatment  of  morphine  addiction. 

henadoxone 

Phenadoxone  is  one  of  the  newest  syn- 
etic  analgesics  which  is  non-hypnotic 
It  must  be  regarded  as  a  potential  drug 
addiction.  It  is  rapidly  broken  down 
the  body  and  excreted.  Its  potency 
ainst  pain  is  comparable  to  that  of  ami- 
ne. It  has  roughly  the  same  field  of 
^fulness  but  on  injection  its  action  is 
ther  less  prolonged.  It  is  given  orally 
doses   of    10   mgm.  increasing   to  30 


mym.  in  seveie  pain,  or  10  mgm.  by 
injection. 

Side  Effects.  These  are  usually  slight 
except  in  ambulatory  patients  when  nausea 
and  dizziness  may  occur.  Phenadoxone 
must  not  be  given  intravenously  because 
of  its  depressing  effect  on  respiration. 

Methorphinan 

The  latest  addition  to  this  group  of 
drugs  is  a  methyl-morphinan  derivative — 
3  hydroxy  N-methylmorphinan.  Its  ap- 
proved .  name  is  methorphinan  and  it  is 
marketed  under  the  name  of  Dromoran. 
The  salt  used  in  this  country  is  the  /-tar- 
trate, the  hydrobromide  having  been  avail- 
able for  some  time  in  the  United  States. 
It  has  about  three  times  the  potency  of 
morphine  :  it  is  longer  acting  and  is  said 
to  have  less  pronounced  hypnotic  action. 
Dosage  varies  from  1.5  mgm.  to  4  mgm. 
according  to  the  severity  of  the  pain  and 
it  is  given  orally  or  by  subcutaneous  or 
intramuscular  injection. 

In  conclusion  it  may  be  said  that  the 
advantage  of  the  newer  analgesics  is  that 
when  one  proves  unsuitable  for  some  rea- 
son another  may  prove  more  satisfactory. 
Pain  is  such  a  complex  experience  that  no 
analgesic  is  likely  to  prove  universally 
ideal. 

Chemistry  of  the  Analgesic  Drugs 

All  four  of  the  analgesics  mentioned 
above  are  related  to  morphine  as  the  fol- 
lowing formulas  show.  Although  many 
compounds  have  been  prepared  and  tested 
those  are  the  most  satisfactory  in  retaining 
the  analgesic  properties  of  morphine  and 
having  less  toxicity  and  tendency  to  addic- 
tion.

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common  to  methorphinan  and  morphine 
(see  C.  &  D.,  1951.II.529,  for  full  struc-

It  appears  that  that  common  grouping 
is  necessary  for  strong  analgesia  although 
the  phenolic  hydroxyl  group  is  also  essen- 
tial for  the  activity  of  morphine  and 
methorphinan,  absence  of  the  group  lead- 
ing to  greatly  diminished  efficacy.  It  is 
worthy  of  note  that  the  synthetic  methor- 
phinan—which  is  a  simplified  copy  of  mor- 
phine— has  a  greater  analgesic  effect  than 
morphine.  Despite  the  preparation  of  ef- 
fective synthetic  drugs,  the  important 
problem  of  addiction  has  not  been  over-

STUDENT  EXCHANGES 

The  executive  of  the  International  Phar- 
maceutical Students  Federation  is  sub- 
mitting to  all  member  countries  a  scheme 
for  promoting  student  exchange.  Under 
the  scheme  students  are  divided  mto  (a)

Corres- 
pondence on  the  accommodation  of 
parties  of  students  is  taking  place  between 
the  chairman  of  the  student  exchange 
committee  and  the  I.P.S.F.  liaison  secre- 
taries of  the  countries  taking  part  (Austria, 
Belgium,  Denmark,  Finland,  France.  Great 
Britain,  Holland,  Irish  Republic,  Norway, 
Sweden,  Switzerland  and  Western  Ger- 
many). Commonwealth  students  resident 
in  Great  Britain  may  also  take  part.
